RACING   RULES. 


MANAGEMENT    OF   RACES. 

All  races,  and  all  yachts  sailing  therein, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Regatta  Committee  of  the  club  under 
whose  auspices  the  races  are  being  sailed, 
or  of  officers  appointed  to  take  charge 
for  the  day.  All  matters  shall  be  subject 
to  their  approval  and  control,  and  all 
doubts,  questions  and  disputes  which 
may  arise,  shall  be  subject  to  their  de- 
cision. Their  decision  shall  be  based 
upon  these  rules  so  far  as  they  will  apply, 
but  as  no  rules  can  be  devised  capable  of 
meeting  every  incident  and  accident  of 
sailing,  the  Regatta  Committee  should 
keep  in  view  the  ordinary  customs  of  the 
sea,  and  discourage  all  attempts  to  win  a 
race  by  other  means  than  fair  sailing  and

ENTRIES. 

Entries  shall  be  made  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  club  giving  the  race, 
and  the  entry  shall  specify  the  name  and 
rig  of  the  boat,  sailing  length,  and  the 
owner  and  club  to  which  she  belongs. 

RULE  VI. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Each  yacht  entered  for  a  race  shall  at 
the  time  of  entry,  or  as  soon  after  as 
possible,  be  supplied  with  written  or 
printed  instructions  as  to  the  conditions 
of  the  race,  the  course  to  be  sailed,  etc. 
Nothing  shall  be  considered  as  a  mark  in 
the  course  unless  specially  named  in  these 
instructions  Also,  it  shall  be  designated 
on  which  side  marks  and  buoys  shall 
be  passed  or  rounded.

SAILS. 

Yachts  in  races  may  carry  the  follow- 
ing sails : 

Schooners — Mainsail,  foresail,  forestay- 
sail,  jib,  flying-jib,  jib-topsail,  fore  and 
main  gaff-topsails,  club-topsail,  maintop- 
mast  staysail,  balloon  jib  and  spinnaker. 

Sloops  and  Cutters — Mainsail,  forestay- 
sail,  jib,  flying-jib,  jib-topsail,  club-top- 
sail, gaff-topsail,  balloon  jib  and  spinnaker. 

Yawls — Same  as  Sloops  and  Cutters, 
with  mizzen  and  mizzen  topsail.

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RULE  VIII. 

BALLAST,  ETC. 

Shifting  ballast  shall  be  allowed  in 
open  boats,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  in 
any  cabin  boat  in  any  race  governed  by 
the  rules  of  this  Association,  under  pen- 
alty of  the  boat  and  the  owner  thereof,  and 
any  other  boat  belonging  to  him  being 
debarred  from  further  entry  or  partici- 
pation in  a  race  given  by  a  club  affiliated 
with  this  Association ;  and  upon  applica- 
tion of  the  sailing  master  or  owner  of  a 
competing  yacht,  the  judges  shall  order  a 
man  put  aboard  a  yacht  in  the  same  class, 
said  man  not  to  count  as  one  of  the  num- 
ber of  men  allowed  by  the  rules;  said  man 
shall  not  assist  in  any  manner  in  working 
the  yacht,  but  shall  take  any  reasonable 
position  the  sailing  master  may  designate  ; 
notifications  to  be  sent  by  the  owner  or 
sailing  master  making  the  request  to  the

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committee  or  judges  having  charge,  at 
least  four  days  previous  to  the  day  of  the 
race,  and  said  judges  or  committee  shall 
notify  the  said  owner  or  sailing  master 
of  the  yacht  on  which  the  man  is  to  be 
placed,  to  report  on  the  day  of  the  race 
at  the  judges'  boat,  at  least  fifteen  min- 
utes previous  to  the  starting  time  of  the 
class  in  which  said  yacht  is  to  sail,  and 
only  one  man  is  to  be  put  aboard  of  the 
same  yacht,  in  any  one  race.  Any  yacht 
failing  to  comply  with  this  rule  shall  be 
debarred  from  participating  in  the  race. 

RULE  IX. 

CREW. 

Yachts  contending  for  prizes  may  carry 
crew  as  follows  : 

Cabin  Yachts — One  man  for  every  five 
(5)  feet  of  sailing  measurement  or  frac- 
tional part  thereof,  in  addition  to  the 
sailing  master. 
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Open  Yachts — -One  man  for  every  three 
(3)  feet  of  sailing  measurement  or  fraction- 
al part  thereof,  in  addition  to  the  sailing 
master. 

No  one  shall  join  or  leave  a  yacht  after 
the  start,  except  in  case  of  accident  or 
injury  to  any  person  on  board. 

EULE  X 

POSTPONEMENT  OF   EACE. 

The  Regatta  Committee  or  officers  in 
charge  for  the  day,  shall  have  power  to 
postpone  any  race,  should  in  their  judge- 
ment, unfavorable  weather  render  such 
course  desirable. 

EACES  EE-SAILED. 

Should  any  yacht  duly  entered  for  a 
race  not  start,  or,  having  started  should 
she  withdraw  or  be  disabled,  such  yacht 
shall  be  entitled  to  start  in  the  event  of 
the  race  being  re-sailed. 
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NEW  ENTRIES  NOT  TO  BE  RECEIVED. 

No  new  entry  shall  be  received  under 
any  circumstances   for  a  postponed  race. 

RULE  XL 

YACHTS  RECEIVING  PRIZES. 

Before  the  owner  of  a  winning  yacht 
can  receive  the  prize,  he,  or  in  his  absence 
the  member  representimg  him  on  the 
yacht,  shall  sign  a  declaration  that  all 
the  rules  were  complied  with, 

RULE  XII. 

CLUB    SIGNALS. 

Each  yacht  shall  carry  her  club  signal 
at  the  main  peak  during  a  race. 

RULE  XIII. 

PROPULSION. 

No  means  of  propulsion  except  sails, 
shall  be  employed  during  a  race. 
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EULE  XIV. 

SOUNDING. 

No  other  means  of  sounding  than  the 
hand  lead  and  line  shall  be  employed 
during  a  race. 

BTTLE  XV. 

ANCHORING,    ETC. 

A  yacht  may  anchor  during  a  race, 
but  must  weigh  her  anchor  again  and  not 
slip. 

No  yacht  shall,  during  a  race,  make 
fast  to  any  buoy,  stage,  pier,  vessel  or 
other  object,  or  send  an  anchor  out  in  a 
boat,  except  for  purposes  specified  in 
Eule  XVI. 

BULE  XVI. 

RUNNING  AGROUND,  ETC. 

A  yacht  running  aground,  or  fouling  a 
buoy,  vessel  or  other  obstruction,  may 
use  her  own  anchors,  boats,  warps,  etc., 
to  get  off,  but  may  not  receive  any  assist- 
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ance,  except  from  the  crew  of  the  vessel 
fouled.  Any  anchor,  boat  or  warp  so 
used,  must  be  taken  on  board  again  be- 
fore continuing  the  race. 

RULE  XVII. 

•     STAKE  BOAT  AT  FINISH. 

A  competent  person  shall  be  placed  on 
a  stake  boat  at  the  finishing  line,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Sailing  Committee,  to  take  the  time  of  the 
yachts. 

RULE   XVIII. 

EEMOYAL  OF  MABKS. 

Should  any  stake-boat,  buoy  or  other 
mark  be  absent  or  moved  from  its  proper 
position  during  a  race,  the  race  may  be 
re-sailed  or  not,  at  the  option  of  the 
Sailing  Committee  of  the  club  under 
whose   auspices  the   race  is  being  sailed. 
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EULE  XIX. 

YACHTS  NOT  IN  RACES. 

All  yachts  not  racing  must  keep  to  lee- 
ward and  out  of  the  way  of  racing  yachts. 

EULE  XX. 

AMENABLE  TO  RULES. 

All  yachts  in  a  race  shall  be  amenable 
to  the  rules  from  the  time  the  preparatory 
signal  is  given. 

EULE  XXI. 

TIME  AT  START  AND  FINISH. 

The  time  at  the  start  and  finish  shall 
be  taken  when  the  point  marked  by  the 
foremast  in  schooners  and  the  mainmast 
in  single  masted  vessels  and  yawls  crosses 
the  line.  If  this  point  in  any  yacht  be 
across  the  line  when  the  signal  for  start- 
ing is  given,  she  must  return  and  re-cross 
the  line ;  a  yacht  so  returning  or  working 
into  position  from  the  wrong  side  of  the 
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line  after  the  signal  for  starting  has  been 
given,  must  keep  clear  and  give  way  to 
all  competing  yachts. 

EIJLE  XXII. 

EIGHT   OF  WAY. 

When  one  yacht  is  approaching  another 
yacht,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  fouling,  one 
of  them  shall  keep  clear  of  the  other  as 
follows ; 

On  Different  points  of  sailing. 

A  yacht  running  free  shall  keep  clear 
of  one  close  hauled. 

On  same  point  of  sailing  with  wind  on  op- 
posite sides. 
When  both  yachts  are  close  hauled,  or 
both  free,  or  both  have  the  wind  aft,  and 
having  the  wind  on  opposite  sides,  the 
yacht  with  the  wind  on  the  port  side 
shall  keep  clear. 
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On  same  point  of  sailing    ivith    ivind   on 
same  side. 

When  both  yachts  are  free,  or  both 
have  the  wind  aft,  and  have  the  wind  on 
the  same  side,  the  yacht  to  windward 
shall  keep  clear. 

Wind   Aft, 

A  yacht  with  the  wind  aft  is  deemed  to 
have  the  wind  on  the  side  opposite  to 
that  on  which  she  is  carrying  her  main 
boom. 

A  yacht  with  the  wind  aft  shall  keep 
clear  of  a  yacht  on  any  other  point  of 
sailing. 

Overtaking. 

An  overtaking  yacht  shall,  in  every 
case,  so  long  as  an  overlap  exits,  keep 
clear  of  the  yacht  which  is  being  over- 
taken. 

Definition  of  Overlap. 

An  overlap  is  established  when  an  over- 
taking yacht  has  no  longer  a  free  choice 
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on  which  side  she  will  pass,  and  continues 
to  exist  as  long  as  the  leeward  yacht  by 
luffing,  or  the  weather  yacht  by  bearing 
away,  is  in  danger  of  fouling. 
Altering  Course. 

When  of  two  yachts,  one  is  obliged  to 
keep  clear,  the    other  shall  not  so  alter 
her  course  as  to  involve  risk  of  fouling. 
Luffing. 

A  yacht  may  luff  as  she  pleases  in  order 
to  prevent  another  from  passing  her  to 
windward,  provided  she  begins  to  luff  be- 
fore an  overlap  has  been  established. 

Bearing  Aivay. 
A  yacht  shall  not  bear  away  out  of  her 
course  so  as  to  hinder  another  in  passing 
to  leeward. 

Rights  of  New  Courses. 
A  yacht  shall  not  become  entitled  to 
her  rights  on  a  new  course  until  she  has 
filled  away. 
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Oonverging  Close  Hauled. 
When  two  yachts,  both  close  hauled  on 
the  same  tack,  and  converging  by  reason 
of  the  leeward  yacht  holding  a  better 
wind,  and  neither  can  claim  the  rights  of 
a  yacht  being  overtaken,  then  the  leeward 
yacht  shall  keep  clear. 

Passing  and  Bounding  Marks. 
If  an  overlap  exists  between  two  yachts 
when  both  of  them,  without  tacking,  are 
about  to  pass  a  mark  on  a  required  side, 
then  the  outside  yacht  must  give  the  in- 
side yacht  room  to  pass  clear  of  the 
mark.  A  yacht  shall  not,  however,  be 
justified  in  attempting  to  establish  an 
overlap,  and  thus  force  a  passage  between 
another  yacht  and  the  mark  after  the 
latter  yacht  has  altered  her  course  for 
the  purpose  of  rounding. 

Definition  of  Mark. 
A   mark  is   any   vessel,  boat,  buoy  or 
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other  object  used  to  indicate  the  course, 
and  does  not  in  the  preceding  section,  in- 
volve any  question  of  sea  room. 
Obstruction  to  Sea  Room. 
When  a  yacht  is  in  danger  of  running 
aground,  or  of  touching  a  pier,  rock  or 
other  obstruction,  and  cannot  go  clear  by 
altering  her  course  without  fouling  an- 
other yacht,  then  the  latter  shall,  on  being 
hailed  by  the  former,  at  once  give  room  ; 
and  in  case  one  yacht  is  forced  to  tack  or 
to  bear  away  in  order  to  give  room,  the 
other  shall  also  tack  or  bear  away,  as  the 
case  may  be,  at  as  near  the  same  time 
as  is  possible  without  fouling. 
EULE  XXIII. 

DISQUALIFICATION. 

1.  Every  yacht  must  go  fairly  around 
the  course,  and  must  not  touch  any  mark, 
but  shall  not  be  disqualified  if  wrong- 
fully compelled  to  do  so  by  another. 
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2.  Any  yacht  causing  a  mark  boat  to 
in  any  way  shift  her  position  to  avoid 
being  fouled  by  such  yacht  shall  be  dis- 
qualified. 

3.  If  a  yacht,  in  consequence  of  her 
neglect  of  these  rules,  shall  foul  another 
yacht,  or  compel  another  yacht  to  foul 
any  yacht,  mark  or  obstruction,  or  to  run 
aground,  she  shall  be  disqualified  and 
shall  pay  all  damages  ;  and  any  yacht 
which  shall  wrongfully  cause  another  to 
luff  or  to  bear  away  in  order  to  avoid 
fouling,  or  shall,  without  due  cause,  com- 
pel another  yacht  to  give  room  or  to  tack, 
under  the  last  section  of  Rule  XXII.,  or 
shall  herself  fail  to  tack  or  to  bear  away, 
as  required  in  that  section,  or  shall  in 
any  other  way  infringe  or  fail  to  comply 
with  any  of  these  rules,  shall  be  dis- 
qualified. 
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DISQUALIFICATION  WITHOUT  PROTEST. 

The  Regatta  Committee  may  also, 
without  a  protest,  disqualify  any  yacht, 
should  it  come  to  their  knowledge  that 
she  has  committed  a  breach  of  these 
rules. 

RULE  XXIV. 

PROTESTS. 

Should  a  flagrant  breach  or  infringe- 
ment of  these  rules  be  proved  against  the 
owner  of  a  yacht,  he  may  be  disqualified 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  New 
York  Yacht  Racing  Association,  for  such 
time  as  the  Executive  Committee  may 
think  fit,  from  sailing  his  yacht  in  any 
race  held  under  the  rules  of  the  Associa- 
tion ;  and  should  a  flagrant  breach  of 
these  rules  be  proved  against  any  sailing 
master,  he  may  be  disqualified  by  the 
Executive  Committee  for  such  time  as 
they  may  think  fit,  from  sailing  in  any 
race  held  under  these  rules. 
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All  protests  and  complaints  must  be 
made  in  writing  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  close  of  the  regatta  to  the 
Regatta  Committee  or  officers  having 
charge  of  the  race. 

If,  through  protest,  the  measurement 
of  any  yacht  be  called  in  question,  the 
Regatta  Committee  shall  direct  the 
Measurer  of  the  club  under  whose 
auspices  the  race  is  being  sailed,  to  re- 
measure  the  yacht,  and  the  result  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
this  Association,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final. 

RULE  XXV. 

NUMBERS. 

Numbers  shall  be  black,  not  less  than 
eighteen  (18)  inches  high,  on  a  white 
ground,  and  shall  be  placed  on  each  side 
of  the  mainsail  above  the  reef  points, 
near  mainmast. 
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EULE  XXVI. 

LIFE  BUOYS. 

Every  cabin  yacht  sailing  in  the 
Regatta  of  this  Association  must  carry 
at  least  two  cork  life  buoys,  placed  within 
easy  reach  of  the  helmsman.  The  Regatta 
Committee  will  not  award  a  prize  to  any 
yacht  not  complying  with  this  rule. 

RULE  XXVII. 

OTHEE   EULES. 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  a  race 
may  make  rules  not  in  conflict  with  the 
preceding. 

RULE  XXVIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Association ;  provided, 
however,  that  the  notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  have  contained  the  proposed  amend- 
ment in  full.
